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INTITULED 

An Act to amend the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851. 

J^E ^ enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and hy 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. In the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, the word “ agent ” 

shall include the father, son, husband, wife, or brother of the com- 
plainant or defendant, and any person who ordinarily assists in the 
transaction of the business of the complainant or defendant ; pro- 
vided that any such person be thereunto authorised in writing by 
10 the complainant or defendant (as the case may be), and do receive 
no remuneration therefor, and have the leave of the court to appear 
and be heard, and that the court is satisfied that such complainant 
or defendant is from infirmity, or other unavoidable cause, unable 
to appear. 

15 2. This Act may be cited as the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 

1882 ; and the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, and this Act may 
be cited together as the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Acts, 1851, 1882. 
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
